local option bill provides that the pc 
titloners shall sta te in their petition 
the boundries of the* district in which 
it is proposed to vote and this dis­ 
trict shall not contain less than 300 
or more than 5,000 voters. 
The prin 
r i pal o th er change is that the vote 
shall 
not 
effect 
strictly 
business 
blocks. 
Only streets, not a le y s. can 
be used in bounding t h e s e blocks. 
Another a m en d m en t is put into the 
bill specifically stating that nothing 
in the act shall prevent the delivery 
of intoxicants to persons within the 
"dry" territory, 
I lie big brew ers who own saloons 
in tile residence districts are about 
tile only people fighting the bill. 
The 
vote will probably be taken T uesday 
The W orthington bill. to provide 
for the erection or purchase of a resi­ 
dence for the governor will pass the 
house without delay. 
Tin* commit lee 
to which the bill was referred met

If 
it flies aud gives its peculiar cry the 
sick person Is sure to die, but1 if it 
does not scream the patient may? re­ 
cover. 
It is better for the sick per­ 
son lf the bird does not come near. 
No one could be hired to bother thew* 
birds for fear they might seek revenge, 
and if by chance one of them should 
dio it Is a sign of bad luck to the owuer 
of tim property where it is found. 
Th* bird is a valuable insect destroyer 
ana in this way probably more than 
compensates for the fear it occasions 
among the farmers.

Ohio country. 
From either in w hat is 
now Ohio itself or in the lower part of 
whnt is now West Virginia these dia­ 
bolical foes could slip over the river 
valley and across the dry ridges and 
pounce upon the exposed settlements 
almost without any possibility of worn 
Ing 
Just over against these little 
patches of civilization in the wilderness 
lay the Great forest, a dark, forbidding 
ground out of which might sweep at 
any moment a red cyclone of death aud 
destruction. 
Because of these dangers Llndley's 
fort was erected. It was located in the 
middle fork of Ten Mile creek, in W ash­ 
ington county, Pa., near the place now 
occupied by the old and well known 
village of Prosperity. 
The builder of 
this fort was one Dennis Lindley, who 
migrated to the frontier in 17771. He 
came with his family and, leading a 
party of about twenty other families 
from Morris county. N. J., took up 
large tracts of rich lands in the Ten 
Mile region. 
Lindley was a man of some consid­ 
erable prominence. 
He was a lineal 
descendant of some of the original 
Plymouth pilgrims, being of good old 
English Puritan stock. 
His branch of 
the family had during the previous cen­ 
tury shifted along the coast down into 
New Jersey, and now he struck out 
back over the mountains, a new pil­ 
grim, to make his home in the fertile 
lands around the upper Ohio river. 
Llndley’s land was in two tracts, Hie 
one at Prosperity, cabl’d the Mill place, 
being of tint acres, and another called 
the Headquarters place, almost as ex­ 
tensive. Llndley's Mill is yet a station 
on the narrow gauge railroad running 
from Washington to Waynesburg. 
Because of its unusually exposed po­ 
sition and the frequent attacks It was 
called upon to sustain, Llndley’s fort 
Mas one of the strongest defensive 
works on the frontier. 
As It was the 
central rallying point for all the sur­ 
rounding country it was constructed 
with a large number of separate cabins 
around its wails, so that the several 
families who might rush in from their 
home settlements might each have a 
suitable place in which to live while 
tho hostile incursion continued. 
In 
ease the Indians came In the near 
neighborhood of tile fort itself all would 
retreat within its strong walls and 
there feel quite safe from any danger 
of successful attack. 
Dennis Lindley and a neighbor called 
Jack Cook were the leading spirits in 
the community of which they were 
members. 
In the development of the 
region they took a principal part, and 
they were the leaders in the movements 
on that part of the frontier both in a t­ 
tack and defense against the hostile 
Indian tribes. 
They have long since 
moldered into dust, blit they left laige 
families of descendants who yet live. 
many of them, on the very scenes of 
their ancestors’ exploits. 
The old fort 
has gone long ago. leaving a memory of 
Its once great Importance and useful­ 
ness to the harassed frontier.

Several volunteered to go out, but many 
were reluctant till the bravery of the 
women put the laggards to shame. 
Finally fourteen men were sent out 
who crossed the river and proceeded 
up the banks of Captina creek in sin­ 
gle file. Meantime the Indians had re­ 
turned and laid un ambuscade, into 
which the fourteen men walked as 
plumply as a rat into n trap. Fortu­ 
nately. the first fire of the enemy was 
too high, and the whites had a chance 
to take to trees before there w as nny 
one burt. Soon some were killed, anil 
the rest determ ined to retreat. On this 
retreat other casualties were suffered, 
but the few who had not so far been 
wounded succeeded in escaping safely 
to the fort. 
Shots were beard where the wound­ 
ed men had fallen, indicating that they 
Were trying to sell their lives as dearly 
r.s they could. The following day the 
garrison marched out to the scene of 
the battle and found the bodies of 
their captain and two others, with 
their bowels torn out and eyes gouged 
out with ramrods. W hite hickory bark 
coffins were rudely made, and the dead 
were wrapped in them, brought over to 
the Virginia side of the river and sol­ 
emnly buried on the bank. 
In this battle the Indians Suffered 
yet more heavily than the settlers. Of 
the thirty redskins who were engaged, 
a t least seven were killed, for th at 
number of skeletons were found where 
they had secreted them in rocky crev­ 
ices near the field of the conflict. This 
was for that tim e and place a consid­ 
erable buttle, and its memory long lin­ 
gered by the Virginia and Ohio fire­ 
sides. but gradually all those died who 
could remember it. and It passed into 
history as the battle of Cantina.

Shots were heard where the wound- i 
•si men had fallen, indicating that they 
Were trying to sell their lives as dearly 
i s they could. The follow ing day the 
garrison ms relied out to the scene of 
the battle and found the bodies of 
their captain and two others, with I 
their bowels torn out and eyes gouged J 
out with ramrods. W hite hickory bark ‘ 
coffins were rudely made, and the dead 
wen* wrapped in them, brought over to 
the Virginia side of Hie river and sol­ 
emnly buried on tile bank. 
Iii this battle the Indians suffered 
yet more heavily than the settlers. Of 
the thirty redskins who w ere engaged, 
at least seven were killed, for that 
ii urn bi r of skeletons were found where 
they had secreted them In rocky crev­ 
ices near Hie field of the conflict. This 
was for that time and place a consid­ 
erable battle, and ifs memory long lin­ 
gered by the Virginia and Ohio fire­ 
sides. but gradually all those died who 
could remember it. and It passed into 
history us the battle of Cantina.
